In 
other words, it decided under the statute the 
state central committee was the tribunal to 
determine the regularity of a convention 
from the standpoint of the ballot, and its 
functions were such that bias and interest 
did not disqualify, even if the bias and tater 
est were admitted to exist. 

‘It was proposed the other day that [f the 
decision were the other way only the people, 
the republican voters, were the tribunal of 
last resort, and it was for them to decide, and 
that no attention should be paid to the de- 
cision of the court.” 


Calls Governor 
Mr. Spooner then went on to discuss what 


from his standpoint was republican govern- 
ment. He said that the fundamental] prin- 


ciples of government consisted of three 


branches—executive, legislative, and judi- 
cial—and intimated that La Follette had 
usurped all of these in Wisconsin. ; 

“ This foundation must not be undermined 
cr shaken,’’ he said, “ or republican govern- 
ment will perish from the earth. 

“If the president of the United States 
should come into the state of Wisconsin and 
urge the people to elect this man to con- 
gress, then nominate that man er this, and 
pass from state to state with all the power of 
patronage behind him, what would be 
thought of it. It would not be tolerated for 
one moment; it would light the torch of rev- 
olution and would destroy, unless resented, 
the republican party. OF

CALLS ACCUSERS INTO COURT 


Yaeht and Calumet Club @fficers Insist 
Charges Can Be Proven. 


New York, Oct. 5.—[Special.]—Frank 
Peyster Hall, one of the best known clubmen. | 
of New York, has sued Alfred H. Bond, presi- 
dent of the Calumet club, and George A. Car- 
mack, secretary of the New York Yacht 
club; for $60,000 .each for slander. Hall al- 
leges that both men in conversation with 
others accused Kim of disgraceful practices 
while he was a member of the Calumet club 
with employés of the club. They admit hav- 
ing made the statements, but plead that the 
charges are true and the conversations priv- 
fleged. Hall denies the truth of the charges. 

Hall is a member of an old family, and until 
recently was president of F. de Peyster Hail 
& Co., importers.of wines at 15 Cedar street. 
He was a member of the Calumet club until 
July 28, 1908, when his resignation was de- 
manded and immediately given. 

May-Duplicate English Case. 

Hall's suit against Carmack was brought 
in the City court, and the plaintiff expresses 
his determination of prosecuting both ac- 
tions to. the end. If he does the case threat- 
ens to be as noisome as a similar one that 
scandalized EXngland and resulted in the 
imprisonment of a brilliant man of letters. 

Hall alleges that the charges were re- 
peated to a director of the company of which. 
he was president. He was obliged to resign 
from the presidency of the Hall company, 
losing a substantial salary. Furthermore, 
he swears his acquaintances and assoaiates, 
both business and social, have refused to 
transact business with him any longer or 
be connected with him in any way. He has 
therefore been obliged to abandon entirely 
his occupation. 

Bond Says Chatees Are True.

BODY IN BARN

‘Minnie Harmening, Palatine, Is 
Found Strangled to ‘Death. 


SIGNS OF BRAVE FIGHT. 


Posses Scour Country Searching for 
Clew to Assailant. 

‘Three children playing in the barn of their 
father, Fred Harmening, near Palatine, IL, 
yesterday afternoon found the body of their 
18 year old sister, Minnie. Fifteen minutes 
‘before the girl had left the house. In the 
interim some one had attacked her and after 
a desperate struggle strangled her to death. 
Last night posses of farmers searched the 
district for some trace of the murderer, but 
without success. The hunt will be renewed 
early this morning. 

The girl was exceptionally attractive in 
appearance, That she fought bravely for her 
life was shown by the disordered condition 
of the barn, but no one heard the struggle 
and no man was seen going to or leaving the 
structure. The crime is attributed to some 
tramp or farm hand. An arrest is expected 
today. If the man is found he will be closely 
guarded to prevent violence, 


Found Dead by Children. 

The girl was left in the farmhouse in the 
afternoon with her brother and three smaller 
sisters. The father had gone to Chicago 
and the mother was visiting neighbors. 
Shortly after 4 o’clock Minnie left the house 
and was seen to go toward the barn. A half 
hour later, when the other children went into 
the barn, the door was found open and Min- 
nie, it was at first believed, was unconscious 


| on the floor. 
Leaving his sisters the boy ran to the dwell- 


sen accompanied him to the barn. The body 
still was warm. Dr. C. A. Starck of Palatine 
was notified, and by the time he arrived the 
barn was filled with neighbors, who were 
anxious to start on a hunt for the murderer. 


Starte Search for Murderer. 

Although the girl’s clothing was torn the 
women, who were first to arrive, believed the 
girt had died from heart disease. The phy- 
siclan’s discoveries, however, quickly dis- 
pelled this theory and sent posses hunting in 
every direction for the murderer. - 

The news quickly spread, and within two 
hours a score of farmers had taken up the 
. search. Threats of violence were made in 
case of the capture of the murderer. 

All of the farmhouses within several miles 
of the Harmenings were visited and the oc- 
cupants questioned as to whether any 
stranger had been seen in the vicinity. No 
clew could be obtained, and the opinion be- 
came general that the crime was committed 
by some farm hand who had been recognized 
by the girl, and had killed her to save himeelf. 

The Harmening dwelling is near the road, 
but no person living in the neighborhood had 
seen any suspicious person passing, and the 
Harmening children had seen no one in the 
barnyard. 

Will Continue Search Today.

‘Bombard, Then Attack. 

They prepared for the assault by a general 
bombardment and then launched their at- 
tacks simultaneously from the north and .

Main Attack on High Mountain. 
The Japanese efforts were directed chiefly 
against the commanding position on High 
mountain, which faces Pigeon bay, slightly 
south of Fort Etse, | 
The mountain is 500 feet high and if it had 
fallen its possession would have given the 


chain of inner defenses. The carnage there : 
was terrible and culminated Sept. 22, when 
the Japanese succeeded in reaching and oc- 
cupying the Russian armored shelter 
trenches, whence they expected about the 
next day to storm the summit. 


Hand Grenades Are Effective, 

During the night Lieut, Poggorsky of the 
navy, at the head of a detachment of voladn- 
teers, descended upon the trenches and blew 
them up with pyroxylin bombs, producing a 
panic among the besiegers, who fled, leaving 
the mountain side strewn with dead. 

The Japanese then abandoned further at-. 
tempts, but after a day or two to recuperate, 
according to Gen. Stoessel’s second dispateh, 
dated Sept. 30, they resumed the bombard- 
ment of the city and outer works and began : 
to construct zigzag approaches, evidently 
getting nearer, from which to launch their 
next assault. 


Water Works Not Vital. 

The loss of the water works is not consid- 
ered vital, as there is a fresh water lake and 
numerous wells, as well as a condensing ap- 
paratus within the.defenses. 


Praises Several Officers. 

Gen. Stoessel recommends Gen. Kondra- 
tenko, Lieut. Poggorsky, Col. Irman of the 
artillery, and Capt. Sychaff of the Fitth Si- 
berian regiment for the St. George’s cross. 

The complete character of the repulse of 
the Japanese has evidently greatly inspired 
the garrison at Port Arthur. , 

Gen. Stoessel says the gallantry of the 
Russian troops was beyond praise and adds 
that the garrison will hold out to the last 
drop of blood. - 

Spirit of Troops Heroic. 

Gen. Stoessel adds: “We make sorties 
frequently, driving back the enemy. The fe- 
pulse of the last attack was especially due to 
Lieut. Poggorsky, Gen. Kondratenko, Col. 
Irman, and Capt. Sychaff. The spirit of the 
troops is heroic. Wounded men are every 
day returning from the hospitals to the 
ranks. 

“We pray to God for victory and for the 
health of your majesty.” 


Expect Japs to Change Plans. 

Gen. Stoessel’s report created great rejote- 
ing and revived the hope in his ability to de- 
fend the fortress. After the failure of the 
storming operations the war office here would 
not be surprised if the Japanese changed 
their plan toa regular engineering siege. No 
fresh news has been received from Mukden, 
According to the war office’s information 
quiet continues there.

Fortifying Along River. 

The Russians are reported to be fortifying 
the right bank of this river between Yilu 
and Tahaitun, fifteen miles to the northward. 
Several lines of ridges cross the road and 
it is said that the Russians are erecting 
works on” many of these eminences between 
Tahaitun and Tie pass. For seven miles the

MUKDEN, Oct. 3.—{Delayed.j—A Russian 
cofrespondent who has just returned from 
Maj.

“There have, been constantly reoccurring 
skirmishes in which the Russians have regu- 
larly defeated the Japanese, although the 
engagements have never been large. The 
last.advance I witnessed was on Oct. 2, when 
the. Japanese made several tentative move- 
ments,.but were driven back on every occa- 
sion by the Russian cavalry. 

Tn this fighting Capt. Lepekin Chertorogoff 
was wounded and also a few Cossacks. The 
Japanese lost one officer, several privates, 
and some horses. Fresh developments are 
‘now expected.”

LISBON, Oct. 5.—A Portuguese force of 
499 officers and men operating in Portuguese 
East Africa was ambuscaded by natives of 
the Cuanhama tribe, and 234 men were killed 
and 50 wounded. 

The dead include fifteen Portuguese ofi- 
cers. 

The Portuguese force included 255 Eyro- 
peans, of whom 109 are missing. The force 
was ambushed at night. 

The government is considering the orgin- 
ization of a force of 5,000 men to suppress 
the Cuanhamas, and will dispatch warships 
to strengthen the Angola naval division.

| International Congress Adopts Strong 


Resolutions Calling Upon Emperors

Boston, Mass., Oot. In- 
ternational peace congress today voiced an 
earnest appeal to the emperors of Russia and 
Japan to cease hostilities, either by direct ne- 
gotiations or by recourse to the friendly of-° 
fices of some neutral power or powers. 

Resolutions to that effect were presented 
by Dr. W. Evans Darby of England, chair- 
man of the committee on. questions of the 
after a long discussion, they were 
adopted. It was also decided to send an 
address to the signatory powers of The 
Hague convention, other than Rugsia and 
Japan, urging upon them to press upon those 
governments the importance of putting to 
an end without delay of the war, “ which 
afflicts humanity, hinders commerce, and im- 
pedes the progress of the world,.”” © 

In -the discussion of the resolutions Dr. 
Scherer of Russia said.the sentiment of the 
people of the czar’s dominion Was in favor. 
of the principle of peace. 


Says Treaty Was a Blunder. 


Randall Cremer, M, P., of 
favored the resolutions. His statement that 
the treaty between England and Japan was 
‘a blunder, and doubtless had, much to do in 
bringing on the war, since it promised that if 
Japan were attacked by any other power® 
England would come to her help, called forth 
a vigorous answer from Col. ‘Bryce Jones, 
M. P., who declared that the Anglo- Japanese 
treaty had been favored: by both ‘parties in . 
parliament. 

Ruyssen of France nrged that 
President Roosevelt take the initiative. 
France, he said, was not likely to move first 
for the reason that she was allied with Rus- 
sia. But France and Great Britain, he eum.

24 Mrs. Ryan was sent to scrub the 
in the cottage of Family Instructor Willard 
Hoyt. He said he found Mrs. Ryan “ walk- 
ing the floor in a towering rage, abusing. 
Mr. and Mrs. Hoyt at the top of her voice.” 
Mrs. Hoyt was in tears. He also declares 
Mrs. Ryan refused to scrub the floor, and 


. refused to accept a transfer to another build- 


ing. 
The official also charged that Mrs. Ryan 
had “ tongue lashed” others in the school. 
Mrs. Ryan in defense declared she had seen 
Mr. Hoyt kick a-boy, and asserted that boys 
at the schoo! often are brutally treated. She 
was suspended for thirty days without pay. 
After_the meeting Mrs. Ryan charged that 
the committee “‘ cut her off'’ when she at- 
tempted to describe the punishment which 
she said is inflicted upon some of the boys, 


Tells of Seeing Cruelty. 


“T have seen boys kicked and mistreated 
repeatedly,’’ she said, ‘‘and on one occa- 
sion when a boy became sick to his stomach 
his face was rubbed on the floor.’’ 

The members of the committee denied that 
Mrs. Ryan had not been allowed to make 
charges. 

“If charges are preferred against Mr. Hoyt 
or any other Parental school official they 
will be investigated thoroughly,” declared 
the chairman of the committee. 

The committee concurred in the Plamon- 
don resolution providing for the opening of 
the public school playgrounds the year 
around. Heretofore the playgrounds have 
been kept open only for a half hour before 
and after school hours during the months 
that the schoqgjs are in session.

Wor several years Prof. Bradley has been 
traveling abroad to recover his health, but, 
giving. up all hopes of recovery, he applied 
a year ago to be relieved of further responsi- 
bility. His request was granted yesterday. 
althougzh he will be asked to reconsider ~ 


decision. 


Five Hundred Present at Opening.

Boston, Mase., Oct. 5.—[Special.]—A spir- 
ited contest between high and low church- 
men over the election of a president’ of the 
house of deputies, which resulted in a victory | 
for the low party, marked the opening of the 
general triennial convention of the Epis- 
copal church, which convened with a large 
attendance here today. 

The archbishop’of Canterbury and bishops 
from all parts of the world attended the 
opening service at Trinity church. The Bng- 
lish primate was last in the long procession 
of dignitaries which passed up the broad. 
aisle of the church. The opening service was | 
attended by an immense congregation. The 
archbishop recited one of the prayers in the 
office of holy communion and read the gospel. 


Barriers Separating Churches. 

Bishop Doane of Albany, N. Y., welcomed 
the archbishop of Canterbury and then de- 
voted a large part of his sermon to the 
divisions in Christendom. He discussed the 
barriers which separate the Anglican church 
from other denominations, and showed how 
they might to some extent be broken down. 
While the recognition of papal supremacy / 
was impossible, the bishop thought that the 
church might readily recognize the primacy 
of the bishop ef Rome, because of the an- 
timuity of the Roman see. Heurgeda broad- 
ening of the church's sphere. 


Contest for President. 

The business session of the convention as- 
sembled at 8 o’clock ip Emmanuel church. 
There was a sharp contest for president of 
the house of deputies between the Rev. Dr.

The president in his proclamation said:

Henry Clay yne, postmaster general of the 
United States, in this city at ten minutes past 
6 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 

Rising to eminence by his own efforts, successful 
in hie enterprises, attaining to positions of high 
trust in private business, ehergeti¢ and conscienh- 
tious in his relations with his fellow men, of sin-“ 
gularly gentle, loyal, and lovable nature, inspired 
by a large sefse of the duties of a true citizen, and 
winning the respect and esteem of ail with whom 
he asséciated, he was called, Im the fullness of his 
powers, to discharge the duties of a peculiarly 
onerous and responsible office in the high councils 
of the nation. His career is an example for good 
citizens to follow, and his untimely ceate is 
mourned by all. 

The president directs that the several executive 
departments and their dependencies shall show fit-

| Review of the Decision. 

The court decision reviews the controversy 
between the faction whose ticket is headed 
by Gov. La Follette and known as the “ half- 
breeds "’ and the faction whose ticket is head- 
ed by 8. A. Cook and known as the “ stal- 
warts.”’ It points out the facts that— 

Each faction hejd a convention. 

Each convention made nominations. 

Each of the conventions claimed to be the 
regular convention of the republican party. 

Therefore the controversy comes exactly 
within the provisions of a special Wisconsin 
law passed to meet such anemergency. The 
law is section 85, Wisconsin statute 8, and the 
wade clause, which is the pertinent one, 

8: 

When two or more conventions or caucuses shal! 
be held and the nominations thereof are certified, 
each claiming to be the regular convention or 
caucus of the same political party, preference in 
designation shall be given to the nominations of one 
certified by the committee which had been officially 
certified to be authorized to represent the party. 

Rights Vested in Committees. 

The court points out that the legislature 
had a right to designate a party tribunal to 
decide which faction in a party controversy 
suould be empowered to use the party name 
on the official ballot, and the court points 
out further that the party tribunal answer- 


| ing to the call of this legal requirement is the 
republican state central committee, elected | 


at the state convention of 1902 and duly certi- 
fied to the secretary of state. “In such a 


tribunal,” the court adds, “ though required | 


to act judicially. belng an administration 
rather than a judicial body, the bias or inter- 
est of its members does not disqualify them 
nor affect its jurisdiction." 


The court then points out that this legal 


tribunal, the state committee, had already 


and properly assumed jurisdiction; and had 


decided that the nominations headed by 
Robert M. La Follette for governor were en- 


titled to preference, in respect to the use upon. 


the official ballot of the name “ republican 
ticket."" Therefore the court holds that it is 
the duty of the secretary of state to ac ac- 


} cordingly and certify both sets of nomina- 


tions to the various county clerks, but giving 
to the La Follette ticket the name “ repub- 
lican.”” The other ticket, the court declares, 
to satisfy the statutes, must be given a desig- 


nation sufficiently different from that ac-’ 


corded to the rightful claimant of the name 


'“ republican "’ to enable the electors to dis- 


tinguish such set of irregular from the regu- 
lar nominations. 


National Convention Ignored. 


Regarding the action of the republican na- 
tional convention, which gave preference to 
“stalwart ’’ delegates, the court says it has 
no bearing on this controversy, in these 
words: 

The decision of the republican national convention 
as to which of the two sets of delegates from this 
state claiming the right to represent the republican 
party thereof in such convention was entitled to 
recognition is not of any significance, as a guide to 
the secretary of state or to the committee author- 
ized to determine the factional dispute under said 
section 85, since exclusive jurisdiction thereof, as 
regards the official ballot law, was conferred by 
the legislature upon the latter as a special tribunal, 
as before indicated. 

The court is careful to point out that its 
decision is purely a legal one and not intended 
to go Into the merits of the case. On this 
point it says: - 

“The foregoing conclusion follows logically and 
necessarily from the legal aspects of the case before 
stated. What the real right of the matter in die- 
pute might be found to be, were this court per- 
mitted to disregard the decision of the special 
tribunal, and investigate and determine the merits 
of the controversy from that standpoint, it has no 
right to decide or suggest. Duly constituted au- 
thority having spoken within its jurisdiction, it 


must be conclusively presumed to have spoken.

ADMINISTRMATIVE EFFICIENCY. 

The executive efficiency of an administra- 
tion which asks for indorsement at the polls 
is a legitimate subject of inquiry. If at the 
close of an administration the country is 
neither worse nor better off than at its be- 
ginning, and if under it the departments of 
the public service have been managed with 
ordinary fidelity and intelligence, the party 
in power cannot expect enthusiastic popular 

approval. It has‘a right to demand that 
approval if during its tenure of office the 
great departments have been made more 
efficient to the manifest benefit of the 
people; if projects which will strengthen the 
nation at home and abroad have been ini- 
“tiated; if laws have been enacted and en- 
forced so that the rights of citizens are 
better protected; and if the influence of the 
‘-eountry throughout the world has been in- 
Greased and has been used effectively for 
good ends. a 
The admirers of the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration say that it has displayed great ex- 
Scutive ability in the management of the 
_,, domestic and foreign affairs of the republic. 
They have made out a bill of particulars

HENRY CC. PAYNE. | 
The late postmaster general was a map 
who had a special gift for organization. He 
displayed it in business life when he con- 
solidated the’ Milwaukee street car lines. 
He manifested it even more’ conspicuously 
a the field of politics. The organizer of the 
Young Men’s Republican league in 1872 
soon became recognized in Wisconsin as an 
astute party manager and a successful lead- 
tr of campaigns. There was nothing of the 
‘reformer of politics in him. He was simply 
a good party man, who did the best he could 
: | to carry elections for the party. But the 
: political influence he long enjoyed was exer- 
| cised more discreetly and less offensively 
than it usually is by practical politicians. 
He made a surprisingly smal] number of 
enemies. For years the postmaster general- 
ship had been the object of Mr. Payne’s am- 
bition. He had set hie heart on it eve: since 
he took charge of the Milwaukee o_ice and 
proved that he had the executive ab.iity 
which such a position demands. It may be, 
, indeed, that the boy of 15, who earned his 
first dollar by sweeping out the office of a 
* country postmaster, thought how grand a 
thing it would be if he, when grown up, 
ee could have charge of all the mails. 
Mr. Payne was so competent an official 
. | during his long term of office at Milwaukee 
that he was not presumptuous in wishing 
to go to the top. But he had a rebuff before 
got there. Heasked President McKinley 
"to make him postmaster genera! and met 
with a refusal. He was bitterly disap- 
pointed. | 
When Charles Emory Smith resigned in 
1901, Mr, Payne again sought the office, and 
Was given it by President Roosevelt. The 
goveted prize was his. 


tained his heart’s desire only to find it dust 
and ashes. In the course of time there was 
an explosion in the department.

At the outset Mr. Payne made that mis- 
take which the practical] politician is often 
guilty of. He wished,to hush up the scan- 
da] as much as possible. He had no sympa- 
thy with the boodlers, but he was afraid 
that a thorough exposure on the eve of an 
election would “hurt the party.” . 
President Roosevelt knew better. He 
knew that what would hurt would be an at- 
tempt at concealment. When Mr. Payne 
was made to understand that he became as 
zealous as the president for the exposure 
and punishment of the corrupt officials. : 
His initial errors, such as his speaking of 
charges which were proved to be true as 
“hot air,” must have caused him bitter re- 
gret later. They brought on him violent 
and unjust attacks which he felt acutely. 
That the greatest humiliation of Mr. 
Payne's life should have followed so closely 
upon, and have been caused by, his achieve- 
ment of the ambition of his life is but an- 
other example of the vanity of human wishes 


—especially political wishes. 


SPITTING AND MURDERING. 
The most important method of distribution of 
the tuberculosis bacillus fe probably promiscuous 
apitting. 
This statement is taken from the monu- 
mental report of the tuberculosis commis- 
sion of the state of Maryland, It places the 
man who spits on street car floors in much 
the same position with the man who sews 
pieces of iron into life preservers. 
Spitting used to be entirely a matter of 
manners. It has of late years. become also 
a matter of morals. The man who spits in 
public places increases the death rate. 
There are enough things to distinguish 
America from other countries without hold- 
ing to public expectoration. 
When Senator Mason of Virginia was 
sent to England as an envoy during the war 
he excited notice equally by the urbane per- 
fection of his method of bowing and by the 
impartial promiscuity of his method of spit- 
ting. His hostesses were charmed with his 
bows and lined his route of march with 


triumphal spit boxes. 


Even before Senator Magon’s time the 

English had shown themselves complaisant 
to our national foible. Trevelyan, in his 

history of the American revolution, says that 

while the English army was besiegéd in 

Boston its morale was so impaired by cop- 

stant intercourse with the inhabitants of the 

town that at last the privates appeared op 

parade chewing tobacco and aiming dis- 
charges at their corporals’ heels. 

Today expectoration in American cities 

flows not so much from tobacco as from 
habit. Even men who don’t chew or smoke 

continue to spit. And every time they spit 

they help to spread the most deadly disease 

that curses the human race. ‘ 

A suggestion about the enforcement of 
the anti-spitting ordinance: 

When the police force was engaged in its 

grand, concerted attack on spitting a great 
many arrests were made ina short time, and 

the public conscience was deeply pricked. 

Then arrests ceased altogether and the pub- 

lie conscience healed over. Why not adopt 


arrests one day out of 365 and wink the 
rest of the year, have one or two policemen’ 
make such arrests all the time. A spit 


could do more by five arrests a day indefi- 
nitely continued than is done now by the 
whole force sometimes unanimously arrest- 
ing and sometimes unanimously refusing to 
arrest. |

ADY FALMOUTH, who arrived in this 
country’-last* Saturday, was received 
on landing by Marconi, and who left 
on the following day with her son for 

| St.<Louis to visit the exhibition, is the 
wife of a peer who has achieved fame as a 
soldier in the field, and on the turf as well, 
where he figures as one of the three stewards 
of the Jockey club—that triumvirate which 
constitutes the supreme tribunal of the 
British racing world. | 

Modest to the verge of shyness, and a most 
sympathetic friend, he is known in English 
society by the nickname of ‘‘ The Star,” a 
sobriquet that originated with a horse c&lled 
Star of India, which belonged to his father, 
and about which he was often talking to 
his brother officers. How devoted he is to 
sport, and the extent to which he has in- 
herited his father’s fondness for racing, may 
be gathered from the fact that within an hour 
after cabling news of the victory of Tel-Hl- 
Koebir, in which he took part, to his father, 
he received while sleeping on the battlefield 
a telegram to say that his father’s horse, 
Dutch Oven, which had started as an ex- 
treme outsider, had won the St. Leger. 

Lord Falmouth, besides taking part in the 
Egyptian war which culminated in the battle 
of Tel-El-Kebir, commanded the Guards 
camel regiment in the Nile expedition in 
1884, and also led the British forces at the 


‘battle of Metemneh. He retired a few years 


ago from the army with the rank of major 
general, and now divides his time between 
racing, wireless telegraphy, in which he is 
extensively interested, and the management 
of his two great estates, where Marconi has 
his wireless station, Tregothuan and Mere- 
worth. At the latter place are the world 
famous paddocks of the Lords Falmouth, 
where no less than three Derby winners— 
namely: King Craft, Silvio, and Harvester, 
besides many other celebrated racehorses 
have been born and bred. 7 


Like his father, he is known among sporting 
men as one of the most high minded and up- 
right sportsmen who has ever trod the turf, 
and is a peer against whom even the wicked- 
est of racing men never has a word tg say.

seventh Viscount Falmouth, he became on 
the death of his mother and as her heir the 
twenty-fourth baron le Despencer, a peer- 
age which dates clear back to the reign of 
King John. 3 

The present Lady Falmouth is a daughter 


of Lord Penrhyn, who derives his large for- 
Wales, 


the world. 


Lord Penrhyn will be remembered in con- 
nection with his many years’ fight with his 
workmen, thousands in number, a fight in 
which the government interfered in vain, 
not in behalf of the peer, but in that of the 
men. Lord Penrhyn held out, won the vic- 
tory, and not only that, but likewise the good 
will of the men with whom he had been 
fighting. During the lifetime of his father 
the latter had tried the experiment of work- 
ing the quarries under the management of the 
committee of the men, which ended in chaos 
and in disaster, from which they were res- 


cued by the present Lord Penrhyn, who took ° 


them. into his own hands and brought them 
back into a condition of prosperity. 

This experiment determined him to permit 
no further outside interference with his 
property, and, while he offered no objection 
to his men forming themselves into associa- 
tions of the benefit order, he declined to al- 
low them to import professional labor agita- 
tors from the outside as officers of their 
unions, or to tolerate relations between the 
latter with other labor unions throughout 
the country, resolved _not to expose himself 
to the danger of sympathetic strikes. 


It was this that brought about the war be- / 
tween his men and himself, and rather than : 
give way he shut down his quarries. Today: 


they are once more working at full blast, his 


men having yielded tohis terms. These are 
exceedingly liberal in the matter of pay and ‘ 
of hours, far more so,;.jndeed, than in-any - 


other slate quarries Where Jabor unions are 
in control. Moreover, he has established. 
system of pensions, and is extremely gener- 
ous and indulgent in the matter of rent, all 
‘the workingmen in his.employ being his 
tenants. Lord Penrhyn, indeed, shows the 
same solicitude for the material and moral 
welfare of the people on his estates as other 
Engiish territorial magnates, who are keen- 
ly alive to the fact that the possession of 
land carries with it obligations. Indeed, 
during the years that his men were on strike 
he refrained from expelling them from their 
holdings, and relieved their destitution, even 
while they were waging the bitterest kind of 
war against him. Lord Penrhyn is the sec- 
ond peer of his name. His father was a 
Scotch soldier, a Col. Douglas, who married 
the daughter and heiress of George Pennant 
of Penrhyn castle, the value of whose estates 
was commensurate with the pride of his 
pedigree from Trevor Tudor, the founder of 
the tribe of the Marches.

ODERN Russta dates from the reign 
of Peter the Great. He found Russia’ 

facing east. Her people wore the 

garb and had the indolent habits, 
the unprogressive industries, the 
stagnant minds of the orientals. He made 
Russia face west. He. put upon her the ex- 
ternals and imbued her with no little of the 
progressive spirit of the occident. It has 
been said with some truth that he “ knout- 
ed" his country into civilization. his 
objects were eminently patriotic and states- 
manlike, and his harsh and brutal metiiods 
were probably the only ones that would have 
been effective in seventeenth and eighteenth 
century Russia. Russia owes most of what 


government to the raw but powerful person- 
ality of Peter. With the possible exception 
of Frederick the Great this rough, boorish 
Slav is the greatest hereditary monarch of 
modern times. 

When Czar Feodor died in 1682 he named 
Peter, his half-brother, then 10 years old, 
as his successor, but Peter’s ambitious and 
masculine half-sister, Sophia, seized the 
reins of power and caused her brother Ivan

He learned 
to sail a boat and began already to dream 
of the sea. His ambition growing as fast 
as his great body and capacious mind, he 
shut up Sophia in a convent after a flerce 
contest, and. at 17 years old, became the 
real ruler of Russia. ; 


Peter’s closest associates had been Ger- 
man, Italian, and other western adventurers. 
He had become imbued with western ideas, 
and he mounted the throne resolved to open 
Russia to western civilization. Russia had 
no outlet to the west by water. except through 


-the White sea, which was icebound in win- 


ter. Peter speedily built up an army and 
navy, officered by Germans and Italians, 
and in .1696 wrested from the Turks Azof on 
the Black sea, which gave him the desired 
outlet. On this expedition Peter, to set his 
nobles a good example, served as a common 
arti lerymaean. end later as a captain. 

Peter wished to become acquainted with 
the west by personal observation of it. In 


1697 Admiral Lefort and Gene. Golovin and 


Voznitsuin, “ the great ambassadors of the 
czar,” left Moscow with a suite of 270 per- 
sons, in which was a young man who trav- 
eled under the Incognito of Peter Mikhallof. 
It was with Peter a search for knowledge, 
which he might impart on his return to his 
people, and he lost no time. He paused long 
enough in Hanover to dance with the court 
ladies and to remark, after contact with the 
stiffening in their corsets: ‘' The bones of 
these German ladies are devilish hard.’” At 
Saandam he put on a suit of ship carpenter's 
clothes, caused himself to be called “ Car- 
penter Peter of Saandam,” and for eight 
days vigorously wielded an ax building ships. 
In Amsterdam he watched eurgical opera- 
tionss, studied manufactures, dwelt like a 
common workman, and cocked his own din- 
ner.

Peter's throne be- 
came more firmly established than that of 
any of his predecessors, Russia was become 
for the first time a thoroughly unified nation, 
and the czar at last wasin a position to begin 
those reforms along western lines upon 
which his heart had so long been set. He had 
laid out for himself an enormous task. It 
was a proverb of the Russian people that 
Novelty brings calamity.” He encountered 
the opposition of every class—peazants, ar- 
tisans, nobles, princes. The nobles. were 
loath to part with their oriental garb and 
beards, and he forcibly shaved some of them 
himself. Nobility was put on a basis of 
service to the state.

In 1700 he tried to drivetis 
Swedes from Finland, Carelia, Ingria, ang 
their other possessions on what is now the 
northwest coast of Russia. he receivegs 
shameful defeat at Narva, but held the pay 
of.

He got his revenge ni 
when Charles XII. of Sweden invaded Rg. 
sia. ‘I will treat with the czar in Mosq” 
said Charles. ‘‘ My brother Charies is ging 
to be Alexander, but in me he will neti 
Darius,’ said Peter. At the battle of Pu. 
towa Charies’ hitherto invincible army way 
completely destroyed.and he was chased with 
a handful of men-into Turkey. At the & 
stigation of Charlies the‘Turks attacked Rus 
sia, and Peter, to save himself and bitarmy 
from capture, had to make the humiliating 
treaty of Pruth which cost him his eatiiest 
conquest, Azof. He yltimately succeeded, 
however, in depriving the Swedes of ther 
Baltic provinces and got his long coveted 
direct outlet to the western seas. 

Among the prisoners taken by the Russians 
at Marienburg in 1702 was an ignorant 
Lithuanian peasant girl, aged 17 years, who 
had been mistress to a Swedish dragoon, and 
who nd@w becamie mistress to the Russian 
general, Sheremetief.

Is one of the pleasantest of months for 
walking and a good time to begin to do more 


walking if you have decided that you should ~ 


do more, 

Many people, particular city folk, do not 
care for walking for its own sake. In that 
case it is well to invent an errand, although 
a better way to stimulate interest is the 
formation of: a club. 

When a few friends form a walking club 


without too many members and meet regu- 


larly for tramps to different places of in- 
terest they.enjoy. it enough. to forget the 
fact that it is a constitutional. 

Walking, like most other things, can be 
rendered agreeable or disagreeable, accord- 
ing to the way in which itis done. 

The body should be carried erect, with head 
up and shoulders back, and a brisk mile walk 
will then do more good than a. lounging, lazy 
stroll of three or four miles. 

To be comfortable wear low heeled easy 
shoes and clothes loose enough to permit a 
generous chest expansion by long, deep 
breaths. 

Skirts ought to clear the ground well, the 
weight falling from the shoulders rather 
than from the waist. 

If unaccustomed to walking it is best not 
to attempt much the first day, gradually in- 
creasing the distance. 

Three miles a day is a gna 
many women can easily do five wi 
tigue. 

With a fair trial under favorable circum- 
Stances walking becomes a favorite outdoor 
pastime which one is loathe to relinquish. 


Narsery Walls— 


Can be made delightful to the eye by the use 
of freehand cuttings. Freehand work con- 
sists of cutting from a piece of folded paper 
without using the pencil any design which 
strikes the worker’s fancy, from a single 
flower to a big bunch of blossoms. 

One effective design was done in squares 
of purple paper of a smooth, soft texture. 

There was an old fashioned fireplace, with 
crane and kettle and purring cat complete, 
various animals, which were wonderfully 
lifelike, and a group of kindegarten children, 
no two of which were alike. 

Another design was a mother hen with

Either the outline or the central picture 
may be used, but there should always be a 
contrast between the picture and the back- 
ground. Where one is light the other should 
be dark, or vice versa, but the dark back- 
ground is the more effective in setting off the 
pictures,

GREEN GRAPE JELLY.—The ordinary 
wild or fox grapes are excellent. Strip the 
grapes from their stems and put in a wide 
mouthed stone jar set in an outer vessel 
of bolling water. After the grapes begin to 
soften, stir from time to time with a wooden 
paddle or spoon.” When they are thoroughly 
crushed and broken, which may require 
three or four hours, they may be turned, a 
small quantity at a time, into jelly bags. To 
have the juice perfectly clear, they should 
be allowed to drip, but the bag should not be 
squeezed. After all the juice that will has 
been dripped from the fruit, the pulp may 
be squeezed into a second vessel, and the 
juice thus secured made into a second quan- 
tity of jelly that will do for cake, etc. To 
every pint of the juice allow one and a half 
pounds of sugar. Return the juice to the 
fre and while it boils the sugar may be heated 
in the oven. When the juice has boiled 


twenty minutes the hot sugar may be added. . 


After this the jelly should come to a hard 
boil and may then be removed from the fire 
and turned into glasses while boiling hot. 

RIPE GRAPE JELLY.—Proceed with this 
as with green grape jelly, but use one pound 
of sugar to one pint of juice. Wild or tart 
grapes are best for this rales and jelly 
made from Catawba grapes is especially 
pleasing to eye and palate.
